I m a stone-cold sucker for lists. Til take “10 Celebrity Plastic 
Surgery Disasters” over another piece on Washington 
gridlock any day Or “9 Frightening Airplane Facts Your 
Pilot Won't Tell You” over a piece on the eternal ebb and flow 
of the stock market. Seriously though, lists — sober, legitimate 
ones anyway — are a great way to absorb a quick snapshot of a 
topic. Who among us doesn't love a list of the best or the big- 
gest of something that reflects our passions? 

We — ^you, me, the staff of Yachts International — have always been 
pushovers for the annual lineup of the world’s largest yachts. It’s safe 
to say that most of us likely will never own a yacht such as 1 80-meter 
(590-foot) Azzam, hut it’s patently cool to see where the race to the top 
has gone. After a lull following the Gilded Age, a push toward ever-larger 
yachts has progressed inexorably during the past several decades, result- 
ing in some unimaginably outsized examples of the breed. The Liirssen- 
built Azzam has occupied the top of the list since her launch two years 
ago, but her status is under threat by still larger yachts in the pipeline. 

While it’s fascinating to watch LOAs balloon, what’s inside top-tier 
superyachts is no less remarkable, from super-tenders worthy of the desig- 
nation yachts themselves to submarines, spas, gyms, masterworks on the 
walls and levels of overall opulence not seen since Rockefellers, Vanderbilts 
and European royalty ruled the waves. The largest yachts possess technical 
attributes worthy of NASA while still serving as platforms for the mission 
we all share: to indulge our passion for being on the water. 

1 was in Italy in late spring visiting shipyards. With some notable 
exceptions, the yachtbuilding industry there appeared healthier than I’ve seen it in years. While 
“booming” would be an overstatement, activity was considerable in most of the yards 1 visited. 
Several had mammoth vessels in build and new sheds under construction able to handle yachts 
over 90 meters (295 feet). At others, bays were full and production was proceeding on semi- 
custom models scheduled to debut in Cannes, Monaco and Fort Lauderdale this fall. After the 
dark days since 2008, skies seemed to be brightening. 

1 hope the same will soon be true for the yachtbuilding industry in North America, which 
continues to suffer residual struggles from the downturn. If a prolihc builder nation such as Italy 
is showing signs of life, maybe our native industry will pick up pace soon. The passion we all share 
is on the upswing, and 1 sincerely hope the industry will gain strength with rising demand. 

This issue contains a list of the 100 largest yachts in the world today We’ve integrated our 
annual review of the 1 0 largest yachts launched in the past year, all of which made it into the 
top 100. 1 guarantee you’ll enjoy this list much more than “10 Intriguing Prehistoric Women” or 
“Top 10 U.S. Prison Gangs.” Whether you practice your passion on a 100-meter superyacht, a 
40-foot Downcast cruiser or a kayak, any day is better when you just add water. \l

As a photogra- 
pher working in San Franeiseo, I would take luneh 
with a marine artist friend by the St. Franeis Yaeht Club, where 
we would dream of eseaping to the South Seas. I eventually rented 
a tired, old, wood landing eraft made into a houseboat moored at 
the Nunes Brothers Boat and Ways Company in Sausalito. They 
also built Errol Flynn s yaeht. What mine laeked in eomfort, it 
made up for in the view of San Franeiseo from my bunk. 

My skill as a photographer earned me some sailboat rides, whieh 
led to being a deekhand, whieh led to raeing. As you know, wineh 
grinders are always in demand. An owner onee invited me to help 
with the “eoffee grinder” wineh running the big jib on a very old 12 
Meter — one of the first ever built — in a big-boat regatta sponsored by 
St. Franeis. The first leg required a taek past the elub so speetators 
eould enjoy the raee. As we taeked in very elose, 1 was tailing the wineh 
as fast as I eould. As fate had it that day, my pants split from belt line to 
belt line and I mooned the elub. It took years to live that one down. 

But perhaps my fondest memory on the water happened after 
sailing a eharter to Panama. On our return to St. Thomas on a 
nearly windless night, the eity lights were all on and we eould hear 



the steel band playing from the shore. It just doesn’t get better than 
that, and 1, too, have never regretted my deeision to go to sea.

IF YOU GO 

The Bay of Kotor (left), with stunning, steep moun- 
tains that pour straight into the sea, is a veritable fjord 
and the deepest natural bay in the Mediterranean. 

The history of Kotor traces back to an ancient time 
even prior to Homer. This walled city is built like a 
maze. While meandering through the streets, keep 
your bearings by spotting the imposing 12^^ century 
Cathedral of St.Tryphon. Several fine examples of 
medieval architecture can be found throughout the 


town, which also harbors a rich maritime museum. 

The happenstance adventurer will find plenty 
to do, with rewarding hikes around town or perhaps 
up 2,293-foot Krstac mountain. Of course, there's 
always the option of river rafting the Tara River 
Canyon or paragliding off the nearby cliffs. Among 
thousands of islands along the Adriatic coast, two 
charming islands near Kotor are Gospa od Skrpjela 
("Our Lady of the Rocks") and Sveti Djordje ("St. 
George") — both well worth exploring. 


GETTING THERE 

The closest airport to Porto Montenegro is Tivat Airport, approximately 5 miles 
from Kotor. Scheduled commercial flights arrive daily from London, Paris, Rome, 
Copenhagen, Belgrade and elsewhere. Private charter flights may also be arranged

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IS SHE FOR SALE, OR AIN'T SHE? 

EXPERTS CLOSE TO THE ISSUE WEIGH IN ON THE PROBLEMS ENCOUNTERED WHEN OFFERING A 
FOREIGN-FLAG VESSEL FOR SALE IN U.S. WATERS-AND WHATS BEING DONE TO SOLVE THEM. 


There is an antiquated law — originating in 
the late 1800s or early 1900s — that does not 
allow foreign-flag vessels eruising and listed 
for sale in U.S. waters to be viewed by or sold 
to U.S. residents while in U.S. waters, unless 
the boat is ofheially imported and the duty is 
paid on the appraised value. The law states: 

‘Tre-sale duty is assessed on an appraised 
value rather than on the aetual selling priee. 

‘‘Only U.S. residents are prohibited from 
viewing these boats while in U.S. waters. 

“When a boat is sold to a non-U. S. resident 
or doesn’t sell while in U.S. waters, duty is not 
due.” 

In effeet, this is like listing your house for 
sale and paying the transaetional doeument 
stamp taxes for an appraised value the day 
you offer it for sale instead of when it is sold. 

Jeff Erdmann, direetor of publie affairs at the 
Florida Yaeht Brokers Assoeiation (FYBA) and 
sales exeeutive at Allied Marine/Ferretti Group, 
says reeent industry efforts aim to eountermand 
this law. Erdmann, who has traveled between 
Fort Fauderdale and Washington, D.C., during 
the past few years to garner steam for the eause, 
says FYBA is advoeating a less restrietive eruising 
lieense, whieh would allow used foreign-flag ves- 
sels to be offered for sale to U.S. residents while 
eruising in U.S. waters. 

“Boat sales are the epieenter of Florida’s 
$17.2 billion marine industry, and boat list- 
ings are the eatalyst of sales,” said Erdmann. “Eneouraging foreign- 
flagged boats to eome to the U.S. and allowing them to be offered 
for sale to U.S. residents while in U.S. waters will boost the marine 
industry and ereate mueh-needed, well-paying jobs at no eost to the 


government. It’s a win-win. If the restrietions 
are lifted, there’s a ease to be made that there 
would be more money spent in the U.S. from 
those eruising here, and even more state and 
federal revenue.” 

Bob Denison, president of Denison Yaeht 
Sales and a FYBA board member, naturally has 
a vested interest in the topie. 

“At any given time, there are around 350 
used boats with foreign flags on the market at 
a eombined estimated value of over $2 billion 
that eannot be offered for sale to U.S. resi- 
dents while here in U.S. waters,” said Denison. 
“These yaehts ean be listed for sale, but ean only 
be viewed by potential buyers that are not U.S. 
residents. Imagine having your house for sale, 
but not being allowed to sell it to an Ameriean.” 

In 2011, after mueh eolloquy a group of 
marine industry professionals engaged an inter- 
national law and eustoms attorney to deter- 
mine how to ehange the language of the law 
in a way that would not produee unintended 
eonsequenees. Nearly 80 U.S. manufaeturers, 
trade assoeiations, brokerages and suppliers, 
ineluding the National Marine Manufaeturers 
Assoeiation, BoatUS and Show Management, 
have given their support to the idea of deferred 
importation. 

The law represents an inequity on an 
international seale. While the United States 
has a treaty with our “most favored nations,” 
we remain the only eountry that does not reeiproeate in kind. 
FYBA is reeommending that importation and payment of duty for 
used foreign-flag boats be deferred — that it be paid the day a boat 
is sold rather than the day it is offered for sale. — Jill Bohrow

Sinee re-launehing its brand at 
the 2013 Monaeo Yaeht Show, the yard has invested 
more than $3 million in its faeilities, ineluding a 
52,000-square-foot spaee that ineludes new sheds, 
ofhees, workshops and stores. 

Projeet Tomorrow was introdueed at the 2014 
Monaeo Yaeht Show. With exterior and interior design 
by Sinot Exelusive Yaeht Design and naval arehitee- 
ture by Azure Yaeht Design & Naval Arehiteeture, 
she promises to be a true eonversation pieee. At 
4,800 gross tons, she will yield an ineredible volume. 

The overall design — signature Sander Sinot — is 
modern and eontemporary. The interiors foeal point 
is a nautilus-shelTshaped stairease eonneeting all 
deeks exeept the sundeek. Curved floor-to-eeiling 
glass on the top three deeks of the superstrueture 
provides unobstrueted views, and sliding glass doors 
allow for easy trafhe flow inside and out. Bleaehed 
walnut paneling enhanees the interiors brightness. 


Aeeording to the designer, the interior aestheties are 
meant to foster a elose relationship with the exterior 
deeks for a seamless look and feel. 

Owners ean ehoose aeeommodations plans for 
19 to 26 guests in six to eight eabins, with two to 
four VIP staterooms. The owner’s suite is on a private 
deek with floor-to-eeiling windows and a eireular sky- 
light flooding the stateroom with natural light. The 
owner’s aft-deek lounge sports a dome in the eeiling. 

Outside on the main deek is a eireular pool with 
reeessed seating. The aft deek has a swim platform 
with ingress to the beaeh elub. 

Twin MTU 16V 4000 M73s are expeeted to gen- 
erate a 14-knot eruising speed. Top end is 18 knots, 
and range is 5,000 nautieal miles. M

pepper hair and beard, bushy eyebrows 
and Hawaiian shirt, looks the part of 
the true bluewater fisherman he is. His wife, 
Cheryl, his high school sweetheart, is a soft- 
spoken natural beauty who also knows how 
to reel in a big one. Gorman has a 66-foot 
Buddy Davis-designed sportfishing boat called 
Cherin III, a 37-foot Strike Walk Around fishing 
boat called Ain't Ms B Haven and a 98-foot 
Knight & Carver custom trideck motoryacht 
called Ms B Haven. He recently figured out a 
way to enjoy his boats with his family in a 
spectacular setting — Panama — and, at the 
same time, offer them for charter. 

Gorman got the bug for boating early 
on.

In order 
to win her heart, 1 got a little speedboat so 1 
eould teaeh her to water ski and to hsh. 


HOW LONG HAVE YOU TWO BEEN TOGETHER? 

Cheryl Gorman If you eount dating, it has been 53 years ineluding 48 years of marriage. When we hrst started 
out we were very young and very poor. 


DID YOU STAY IN LONG ISLAND OR SEEK YOUR FORTUNE ELSEWHERE? 

John Gorman We moved to Fort Lauderdale in 1969. Our son, John Gorman 111, was born in New York, 
but we moved when he was very young. Our daughter, Erin, is a true born and bred Floridian. We are all 
Floridians now and enjoy the lifestyle.

Bertrams from 50 to 54 feet. I now have a 66-foot Buddy Davis 
sportfisherman, a 98-foot trideek motoryaeht and a 37-foot Strike 
fishing boat, whieh is more or less a tender to my big boat. 

WHAT ARE YOUR FAVORITE CRUISING GROUNDS? 

John Gorman For a period of about 10 years, we spent at least 
three months a year in the Bahamas, hrst based out of Marsh 
Harbour in the Abaeos, then at Valentines on Harbour Island. 
Seeking a new frontier, I started shipping my hshing boats to 
Venezuela, whieh was easy for me given my business. 1 used to fly 
down on Thursdays and fly home on Sundays. 

VENEZUELA SOUNDS EXOTIC. DO ANY ADVENTURES THERE 
STAND OUT? 

John Gorman Venezuela has speetaeular billhshing. One hshing 
trip, 1 was on my 54-foot Bertram about 10 miles offshore and we 
had a major hre on board. 1 believe it was eaused by a dry turbo. 1 
was with my eaptain and two other guys. We radioed for help and 
all made it safely aboard our dinghy. We were reseued by a hshing 
boat. No one was hurt; only my pride as 1 saw my boat go down. 

CHERYL, DO YOU HAVE ANY WILD FISH STORIES? 

Cheryl Gorman Onee off Venezuela, my girlfriend and 1 eaught a 
white marlin and a sailhsh at the same time. We had them about 50 
feet astern when a mako shark jumped out of the glassy ealm water 
and literally snatehed the white marlin right off my friend’s line. 

WHY DID YOU TRADE THE WATERS OFF VENEZUELA FOR 
PANAMA? 

John Gorman The politieal situation in Venezuela got to be trieky 
so we moved baek to the Bahamas for a while. We then explored 
Panama. The government is stable, they use the U.S. dollar and 
the people are very friendly. Plus, the surrounding islands and the 
waters are beautiful, and the hshing is great. 

SOME HIGHLIGHTS FROM PANAMA? 

John Gorman One day 1 was hshing off the Darien Gap, at least 
120 miles from the nearest road, and 1 saw a three-toed sloth 
swimming aeross the bay. That bay is pretty wide, and 1 never 
thought of a sloth as a sea ereature. 

HOW DID THE IDEA OF CHARTERING IN PANAMA EMERGE? 

John Gorman I have known eharter agent Jennifer Saia for more 
than 20 years. We are both members of the Tauderdale Yaeht 
Club, and when Cheryl and 1 deeided to spend more time in 
Panama, Jennifer helped us be among the hrst to set up a eharter 
business there. 

IN ADDITION TO THREE-TOED SLOTHS, WHAT CAN ONE EXPECT 
IN PANAMA? 

John Gorman There are several arehipelagos there. On the

Atlantie side there is the Boeas del Toro area. Lying off the north 
eoast and east of the Panama Canal there are the amazing San 
Bias Islands.

Off the Paeihe eoast there is Coiba 
National Park — plenty of diversity for everyone. 

WHEN YOU BOUGHT YOUR MOTORYACHT, DID YOU FIT HER

Yacht entertainment systems may soon see a big, bold upgrade. 


A mong the hottest trends in home-enter- 
tainment today is 4K TV, whieh has four 
times higher image resolution than high- 
dehnition television. Marry that to the private ein- 
ema experienee being regularly installed on board 
superyaehts, and “bloekbuster” takes on a whole 
new meaning. Now imagine the setup employing 
IMAX teehnology. It eould beeome reality in a 
few years, if the elient who tapped Ken Freivokh 
Design for a 492-footer (150-meter) signs a eon- 
traet with a builder, and it would no doubt leave 
the door open to more installations just like it. 

Freivokhs is reportedly the hrst yaehting 
design hrm to be ineorporating IMAX. Yaeht 
Intelligenee, whieh speeializes in onboard ein- 
emas with high-end audio and lighting, brought 
the possibility to his attention. It has been eollab- 
orating with IMAX Corporation to adapt IMAX 
to yaehting, and together they wanted a designer 
to, as Yaeht Intelligenee puts it, ‘hake the eoneept 
to the next level.” Sinee Yaeht Intelligenee had 
a good relationship with Freivokh, he seemed a 
natural ht.

Freivokh was already work- 
ing on the above-mentioned 
492-footer for a elient who, 
fortunately, weleomes ereative 
suggestions. ‘We strive to be 
innovative,” Freivokh said. ‘We 
work to evoke an exelusive 
feeling by developing uneommon spaees that are 
fundamentally speetaeular. The hrst IMAX einema 
on a yaeht will be just that.” 

The einema will feature the IMAX Private 
Theatre system, ereated for high-end homes. It 
uses a 20-foot-wide sereen to display dual (both 
2-D and 3-D) imagery. Eaeh system further has 
an image enhaneer — a eamera that reads the 
images on the sereen and then sends them baek 
to the projeetor for real-time elarity adjustments. 
IMAX additionally uses a dual 4K projeetion sys- 
tem to deliver the sharp visuals. 

Of eourse, superyaehts present ehallenges 
that homes don’t. There’s the spatial restrietion 
of a hull shape, plus tanks and overall stowage 
for other needs. That’s why Alan Bernard!, diree- 
tor of Yaeht Intelligenee, believes that IMAX 
Private Theatres best suit yaehts of 328 feet (100 
meters) plus and should be ineorporated into 
designs early for best results. “Everything needs 
to be eonsidered in the design and build, from 
the teehnology itself to the usability of the yaeht 
and even whieh furnishings provide optimum

On June 27^^ of this year, Lurssen 
celebrated its 140^^ anniversary.

acoustic performance/’ he says. 

Then there’s the enormous size of an IMAX movie hie, 
upwards of 60 gigabytes (GB). Yacht Intelligence says most super- 
yacht clients have a 10- to 20-Mbps bandwidth, so a 60-GB hick 
will take four hours to download. Yacht Intelligence has dealt with 
similar download problems and believes varying bandwidth speed 
is the best solution. In other words, at nighttime (read: low-use 
periods) speed increases, while during daytime (high-use periods) 
it decreases. When the yacht is far offshore, initiating downloads 
overnight and via a VS AT should help. 

Given the advanced technology, the 492-footer’s cinema has a 
special name, the “Nemo Room.” It will display live video feeds of 
hsh and other underwater life from around the yacht on the video 
screen and even walls. The owner and guests will enter the room 
through sliding walls, not doors, for seamless immersion. Gaming 
and regular movies are also in the mix, and video conferencing will 
be possible, too, though it’ll surely be more fun to see the timbers of 
an old sunken ship than aboard of directors in big, bold dehnition. M

H erbert L. Pratt, head of 
Standard Oil in the Roaring 
Twenties, owned a magnifi- 
eent eountry estate. The Braes, on Long 
Island Sound. The property eventually 
beeame the eampus of Webb Institute 
of Naval Arehiteeture. The imposing 
mansion has appeared in a number of 
Hollywood produetions, notably serving 
as Wayne Manor, Batman’s home, in two 
movies and a TV pilot. Life-size bronze 
tigers flank the entranee. They are not 
movie props. 

During my time at Webb, Bob Kramer, a elass- 
mate who was apparently bored out of his skull, 
examined the statuary and notieed that one of 
the tigers was probably female, but the other was 
unmistakably male. Seeking to highlight that faet 
for the unenlightened, he spent a good part of one 
night with a ean of Brasso metal polish in hand. 
The results were speetaeular. No one within a quar- 
ter mile eould miss the polished privates, against a 
baekground of green patina, when the sun rose the 
next morning. 

Now, “the eye of the tiger” is a phrase meaning 
that one is foeused on beeoming the best. Albeit 
bronze rather than brass, Kramer’s tiger tidbits 
bring to mind a different two-word euphemism 
that denotes one is the best and has no reservations 
about flaunting his status as the alpha male. 

I think of Kramer and his Brasso every time 
I see a superyaeht that goes above and beyond 
to distinguish itself from the others, sometimes 
by being a foot or two longer, sometimes with a 
prominent display of questionable taste, some- 
times both. My first brush with this was Time, a 
126-foot motoryaeht built by Palmer Johnson in 
1987. Designer Tom Texas had given her a single 
extra foot to surpass the 125-foot Burger Aram III, 
designed by my eolleagues at Jaek Hargrave’s stu- 
dio a few years earlier. She displaeed Arara as the 
longest Ameriean-built aluminum yaeht and then, 
as an added slap, Texas speeified elear Lueite

handrails that glowed blue at night, giving Time 
the appearanee of a giant jukebox, a Wurlitzer of 
the waves. 

Little has ehanged in the intervening deeades 
other than the seope of the exeess. Between the oil 
oligarehs and the teeh billionaires, overall lengths 
have jumped by a faetor of four, now exeeeding 500 
feet, but the blue glow remains. Today, underwater 
lights enable yaehts to float on luminous elouds. 
The lights danee in syne with blaring musie, and a 
rainbow of eolors ean take the plaee of simple blue 
to eomplete the Wurlitzer effeet. 

William Shakespeare, in King John, wrote, 
“To gild rehned gold, to paint the lily, to throw a 
perfume on the violet, to smooth the iee, or add 
another hue unto the rainbow, or with taper-light 
to seek the beauteous eye of heaven to garnish, 
is wasteful and ridieulous exeess.” Tm in ol’ Bill’s 
eamp, but judging by the number of light suppliers 
and happy owners, we are on the losing side of that 
debate. It’s not the hrst time. 

Hargrave onee took me to task for bringing logie 
into a diseussion with a design elient. As he pointed 
out, there is no logie when it eomes to yaehts, their 
overall size, their distinguishing features, indeed 
their existenee. There is no right or wrong; only 
what the elient wants, and aren’t we all fortunate 
that’s the way it is? Where else ean sueh freedom of 
expression hnd an unfettered outlet? 

The future of Brasso, in whatever form, 
remains bright. M

The Pershing 70 hits the mark 
on performance, aesthetics ano 
cruising comfort. 


E ver heard of the Loekheed Laneer? Thought not. 

How about the Republie Rainbow? Grumman 
Super Tiger, anyone? All these great-looking air- 
eraft had one thing in eommon: They never quite 
made it, beeause it s not enough to look good. You 
also need to deliver on form and funetion — ^you 
need to have beauty and brains. That’s a eoneept Pershing Yaehts 
has embraeed in its more than 30 years of building yaehts, and with 
the new Pershing 70. 

While nothing is more fundamental to a performanee yaeht than 
performanee, the praetiealities of eruising life are just as important. 
The Pershing 70’s twin 1,623-horsepower MTUs and straight-line 
speed of more than 46 knots are only part of the story. Tight on the 
helm and perfeetly poised underway, the 70’s handling inspires eon- 
hdenee, traeking preeisely in the hardest turns while heeling like a 
runaway ear on Big Thunder Mountain Railroad. 

The 70 also exhibits the latest in performanee thinking, with 
Italian-made Top System 85P surfaee drives and an automatie 
trim system eontrolling the drives and flaps — and removing all the 
guesswork, whether you’re easing the yaeht onto plane or trying to 
run at the most efheient eruising speed. Pershing began htting the 
automatie trim system after learning that some eaptains weren’t 
aehieving the hgures that test erews reeorded, beeause subtle 
ehanges in drive trim ean have a disproportionate effeet on speed 
and fuel efheieney with surfaee drives. The software is ealibrated 
to maintain engine load at an optimum 80 pereent, raising and low- 
ering the drives aeeording to water density. During our sea trial, 
even in turns, the inner drive raised and the outer one lowered

mueh faster and more aeeurately than most humans eould manage. 
A NaviOP display keeps you informed on the positions of drive legs 
and trim tabs, while two green lights indieate when the engines are 
operating at the requisite load. 

Like all Pershings, the 70 is designed to reward the skipper, 
and elever innovations add to the fun of taking the helm. But she 
is also a eruising yaeht, offered with two- or three-eabin layouts. 
In both layouts, a small, praetieal galley is below to starboard, 
keeping the deek salon uneneumbered. The master suite is amid- 
ships with big hull windows and a eool, eantilevered berth, while 
the VIP in the bow ean only seem modest by eomparison. The 
twin-berth third eabin on our test boat was a reasonable size and 
had plenty of stowage, although opting for the lower salon in its 
plaee would add a luxurious sense of spaee to the lower aeeom- 
modations area. 

Folding tables designed in-house at Pershing are a niee addi- 
tion to the salon and eoekpit, and an external handrail along eaeh 
side of the superstrueture is so eleverly ineorporated into the 
design you might not realize it’s there. The deseending glass eoek- 
pit bulkhead, too, is something of a Pershing trademark, eleverly 
and seamlessly joining the main deek spaees. Huge windows and 
a large opening sunroof help to ereate a salon with vast amounts 
of natural light. 

The interior deeor is similarly eharaeteristie of the shipyard’s style, 
with beautifully exeeuted detailing, plenty of ehrome and leather, and 
refleetive surfaees used intelligently to maximize the sense of internal 
volume. 

And somehow, there’s still more. Distinetive 'wings” that wrap

around the sides of the cockpit look like a design indulgence, but 
they add privacy and security to the aft areas as well as funnel wind 
past the cockpit when underway canceling out the ‘'station wagon 
effect” that sucks spray back on board and covers everything with a 
dusting of salt. Whether this was the intention when these swoop- 
ing forms took shape on the drawing board, Pershing isn’t saying, 
but they look great and they work, and that combination typihes the 
Pershing approach. 

As we returned to port from our test run, 1 ran a hnger across 
perfectly dry and salt-free cockpit cushions. The moment only reaf- 
hrmed the conclusion 1 had already drawn: This is a yacht with 
beauty and brains. M

The woodworker who deeides to snap a photo 
of his handiwork and upload it to Eaeebook would be in serious jeopardy of losing his job. As we pieeed together our list of the 10 largest 
yaehts launehed in the past year, some builders and designers remained eireumspeet about the information they were allowed to share.

LEADERS OE THE PACK

The yachts that appear time and time again in the Top 100 form an 
elite club, but none more exclusive than the handful of vessels that 
have claimed the number one position. The 478-foot (145.72-meter) 
El Horriya {ex-Mahroussa) , built in 1865 by British shipyard Samuda 
Bros, for the royal family of Egypt, held the top spot in the Top 100 
for the longest period — an impressive 1 19 years. The 482-foot (147- 
meter) Prince Ahdulaziz, built in Denmark by Helsingor Vaerft for 
King Fahd of Saudi Arabia, hnally knocked El Horriya off her perch 
in 1984 and led the pack for 23 years. 

The other three worlds largest yachts to date have had much 
shorter reigns. The 532-foot (162-meter) Platinum Yachts Dubai, 
whose construction spanned two owners and several shipyards, 
was number one for six years, while Russian billionaire Roman 
Abramovichs 533-foot (162.5-meter) Eclipse, built by Blohm & Voss, 
was herself eclipsed by 591 -foot (180-meter) Liirssen Azzam after 
only one year. How long will it be until the awesome Azzam, built 
at a rumored $600 million price tag for Sheikh Khalifa bin Zayed 
al-Nayan, president of the United Arab Emirates and emir of Abu 
Dhabi, is forced to relinquish her place as flagship of the Top 100?

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ROYAL HUISMAN'S W//SP: A TRADITION ALLY 
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EIGHTEEN KNOTS OF WINTER WIND WHIPPED UP THE SEA 
ON THE DAY I FOUND MYSELF ON THE WHEEL OF WISP. 

The city of Palma de Mallorca lay behind our frothing white wake. 
Lying over to starboard with the wind on her port bow, this 156-foot 
(47.6-meter) classically styled sloop from Royal Huisman was in her 
element. So was I. 

Standing upwind of me was the yachts designer, Andre Hoek. 
‘'Bring the wheel more to port and get a little closer to the wind,” he 
suggested. 

On my right stood Guy Hayward, the yachts captain, and 1 could 
feel the apprehension he was seeking hard to hide. He did not know 
me as a sailor and was anxious I might break something. 

“If the wind increases I think we might need to put another reef in 
her,” he commented. 

The boat speed indicator was rising, and those standing in the spa- 
cious cockpit with me were avidly watching the hgures climb: 16.0, 
16.5, 16.9 and then 17 knots. A cheer went up, but Hayward was not 
happy. He did not want to telephone the owner that night and say, “The 
journalist broke your boat, sir.” 

I reluctantly handed the helm back to him and talked with Hoek 
about the direct steering system. “No electrics, no hydraulics,” he said. 
“Holding a wheel that is connected directly to the rudders gives you the 
real feel of control. You simply do not get that direct relationship with 
yachts that are htted with power-assisted steering.” 

Wisp is the hrst yacht Hoek has designed and seen built at Royal 
Huisman in Vollenhove, Holland. Here, the owner has exactly what 
he asked for: a sloop with classic lines that sails like a witch. While 
she looks traditional on deck, her underwater prohle is at the cutting 
edge of naval architecture. Her underwater lines, carbon-hber cutter 
rig and efficient sailhandling systems are optimized for performance 
by a leaner complement of crew. Yachts of this style and length built in 
the 1930s would have had a slim hullform, but Wisp is slightly chubby, 
if not downright fat. That is what gives her the pointing power and the 
chance to get closer to the wind. 

“She is not the chunkiest boat we have designed,” said Hoek. “That 
would have to be 203-foot schooner Athos, built by Holland Jachtbouw 
back in 2010.” 

Drawn to Hoek and Royal Huisman, the yacht’s owner drove the 
design with his own embellishments and rehnements to reflect his dual 
objectives of good cruising performance and competitive gentleman’s rac- 
ing. Wisps elegant hull shape — ^with her spoon bow, counterstern, sloping 
deckhouses and numerous other traditional features — speaks of civilized 
and leisurely sailing in a more romantic era. The interior design for Wisp is 
from the U.K. -based design team headed by Jonathan Rhoades and Dick 
Young, with Nigel Ingram of MCM in Newport, Rhode Island, serving as 
owner’s representative. Ingram, who has overseen 75 builds in 25 years, 
remains characteristically modest, saying, “We were delighted to hnally 
work with Royal Huisman, who were as professional as expected.” 

Both Rhoades and Young have designed yachts built at Huisman, 
but this was the hrst occasion on which they worked with Hoek. The 
interior displays class in much the same way as the yacht’s clean and 
uncluttered decks topside. There is room for just six guests in three en 
suite cabins, although the double to starboard does have a sofa that

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can convert to a single for when the owner’s grandehildren are aboard. 

Nothing is loud or offensive about this design, but the ehoiee and 
heritage of many features hold a story. Take the heads. Here the owner 
soureed a style of tap that he found partieularly pleasing beeause of 
the handles. Rhoades Young took that design and ereated ebony door 
handles to mateh, htting them to the inside of all eabin doors. That led 
to the design of the drawer pulls, for whieh ebony was again ehosen 
to eontrast with the honey amber-eolored oak that is the predominate 
veneer in the yaeht’s interior. It sits well with the deeks, whieh are a 
dark and riehly stained walnut when not eovered with a light-green 
handmade wool earpet. 

Great eare was taken to ensure a quiet and eontinuous flow in the 
wood’s natural grain, giving a visually pleasing ealmness to the interior. 
In the same manner, the deekheads, typieally either paneled or elad in 
leather, have been given simple, unembellished frames with relaxed, 
linen inserts. The neutral baekground of the eabinetry around the inte- 
rior is eontrasted with dark wenge inlays and fabries in eolors that range 
from fresh, leafy greens to rieh, duek-egg blues and burnt oranges, pune- 
tuated with brightly eolored table lamps that have been eonverted from 
Italian glass vases handerafted in Murano, Italy, near Veniee. Every detail 
was eonsidered down to the hlling of sofa and ehair seats that varies in 
hrmness depending on area, loeation and intended use. 

Hoek, Huisman and Rhoades Young have ereated a master- 
pieee — a modern-day elassie of whieh Nathanael Herreshoff would 
very mueh approve. There is mueh about Wisp to like and very 
little that thwarts. Perhaps if I am truthful, the only paradox is that 
I am still not able to feel that power while standing at the helm. M

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I s a young architecture graduate, Stefano Pastrovich 

cut his teeth with design luminaries Martin 
I Francis and Luca Bassani on iconic proj- 

■ ects such as 194-foot (59-meter) explorer 

I Senses and the WallyPower 118. The experience 

rubbed off on the Genoese designer and molded his 
interest in expedition-style vessels and bold design statements. 
Senses led to a commission to devise the exterior styling and general 
layout of 370-foot (112.8-meter) explorer Le Grand Bleu, formerly 
owned by Roman Abramovich, and Pastrovich went on to become 
chief designer for the entire WallyPower range. These groundbreak- 
ing projects remain the cornerstones of his total-custom approach to 
yacht design. 

“You have to start from scratch with a unique style and redouble 
your efforts to produce something excellent every time,” says the 
Monaco-based designer. “I design made-to-measure yachts, and the 
satisfaction the owner gets out of it is directly proportional to the 
effort 1 put into it.” 

His “all or nothing” philosophy has kept Pastrovich constantly 
researching and developing concepts that appeal to owners seeking 
originality. This, in turn, has led him to rethink the way he markets 
his next-generation designs. As gigantic playthings, superyachts are 
expressions of individual owners’ lifestyles. To better match yacht 
styles and amenities to clients’ expectations, Pastrovich has devel- 
oped four design categories that reflect states of mental and physical 
well-being. 

“We wanted to see things from a different point of view and took 
sport as the starting point,” he says. “So we named our yacht cat- 
egories after leisure activities: Backpacker, Freeride, Dressage and 
Parkour [also known as Freerunning].” 

His reasoning is broadly similar to how automobile manufacturers 
entice buyers of SUVs, station wagons, limousines or convertibles. The 
difference is that Pastrovich’s clients are not in the market for a stan- 
dardized series or production vessel, but a one-of-a-kind superyacht. 

Among his most innovative proposals are the concepts prehxed 
with an “X” — an appellation borrowed from the car industry to sig- 
nify “crossover” — that began with the X- Vintage in collaboration with 
Fincantieri and Wartsila. Presented in 201 1, the 325-foot (99-meter) 
yacht was designed to be powered by a dual-fuel system using liquid 
natural gas and marine gas oil, in anticipation of 2016 International 
Maritime Organization Tier III regulations that will restrict exhaust 
emissions. Further innovations included an A-frame crane integrated 
into the aft deck for launching and retrieving a 40-foot sailing trima- 
ran, fold-down stern bulwarks and a double-helix staircase from the 
beach club to the main deck. As with many of Pastrovich’s yacht proj- 
ects, X- Vintage showed a pronounced preference for natural materi- 
als and hnishes. “Architecture is a way to listen to nature,” says the 
designer, “not the other way around.” 

What was intriguing about X- Vintage, which spawned other X 
series concepts, was how designer, builder and supplier came together 
to challenge conventional thinking with a feasible blueprint for more 
efficient and environmentally responsible cruising. But beyond the 
novel choice of fuel, the focus of the design was the aft beach club. 


an area that could be transformed from a stowage bay into an open-air 
living area thanks to an inner “sleeve” of gently wafting drapes that 
extends out of the garage. Pastrovich had experimented with a similar 
feature during the reht of 164-foot (50-meter) shadow vessel Mystere. 
Other reht projects, such as Falkor, a 272-foot (83-meter) former 
hsheries vessel, have influenced his approach today. 

“On a shadow vessel like Mystere, it might take the crew a whole 
day to launch and retrieve all the tenders and toys,” he says. “A lot of 
what I do is about integrating the privacy of owners and guests with 
the operational needs of the crew, which got me thinking how best to 
combine the two.” 

His radical solution with the X R-evolution concept was deploy- 
able bungalows for owner and guests. When the yacht is at anchor, 
the bungalows would launch from the aft deck and moor at a dis- 
tance from the 253-foot (77-meter) mother ship. The shallow-draft.

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composite multihull would also allow the yaeht to get elose to shore. 
Inflatable pathways, inspired by the hexagon strueture of beehives, 
would provide floating jetties for tenders and eonneet the boat to 
the beaeh. Moreover, a system of gyroseopes and hydraulie pistons, 
similar in eoneept to a flight simulator, would keep the upper deek 
stabilized in a swell. 

To maintain the purity and integrity of his exterior lines, Pastrovieh 
is adamant that he also has to design eaeh yaehts interior. He likes 
to quote Frank Lloyd Wright, who spoke of “organie arehiteeture that 
develops from within outward in harmony with the eonditions of its 
being, as distinguished from one that is applied from without.” 


Whereas most superyaehts have a beaeh elub with 
more laid-baek fixtures and fittings, Pastrovieh prefers 
to extend the seaside ambienee throughout the yaeht. 
Indeed, the X-Beaeh Club is a eoneept for refitting a 
302-foot (92-meter) oeeangoing tug with deeidedly 
easual deeor and a relaxed, open-plan layout. During 
his researeh, the designer eame aeross a U.S. firm that 
manufaetures realistie-looking steel palm trees that 
eonform to struetural, fire and safety speeifieations, 
and he ineorporated the trees into the open aft deek 
design. The idea is that the owner ean take his own 
“island” with him wherever he goes. 

Not all of Pastrovieh s projeets are out on a limb. 
He is working on a 16,046-square-foot (1,490-square- 
meter) villa on the Freneh Riviera for a Russian elient and has two 
236-foot (72-meter) projeets in build at a eommereial shipyard in 
Qatar. The studio’s most reeent eoneept is 180-foot (55-meter) 
X-Easy. Easier to build and operate with a smaller erew, the pared- 
down yaeht would eombine key features of larger eousins in a simpler 
and less eostly paekage. 

Although the praetieality of some of his more playful solutions 
might be questionable, the designer takes an impish delight in ehal- 
lenging norms. His ehildlike enthusiasm for his ehosen subjeet (as a 
youth he designed and built model boats and planes) is infeetious.

and v^hen he’s on a roll, his eyes light up and his Errol Flynn-style 
mustache bristles with excitement. It is no coincidence that one 
of the hrst concepts to develop from X-Vintage was called X-Kid 
Stuff. With the same dual-fuel system developed by Warstila and 
Pastrovich’s expansive aft deck for stowing — explorer style — large 
tenders that could be launched through hull-side openings, it even 
offered a climbing wall between decks. 

“It’s very easy to get lazy and just reproduce ideas that have proved 
successful, but I’m not interested in doing the same thing as everyone 
else,” he says. “I’ve always believed in full custom, and that means I 
have to make an effort and sometimes swim against the current.” \l

F or Florida cruisers, a stiff north breeze gusting 
20 to 25 knots after a cold front usually means 
it’s going to be a bumpy ride — if you’re lucky 
enough to get out at all. If 1 had a ten-spot 
for every sea trial that’s been conveniently 
postponed because of inconvenient sea con- 
ditions, 1 might be penning this on my own 
100-footer. But on this day. Ocean Alexander 
was set on keeping its $ 10. 

The 100 Motoryacht, Ocean Alexander’s newest model, is a yachts- 
man’s boat in every sense, one that teeters on the cusp of captain versus 
owner-operator. Designed by Evan K. Marshall with charter in mind, 
the OA 100 is the natural progression from the OA 90, which launched 
in 2013. While the OA lOO’s overall conhguration and performance 
are traditional, her volume, style and enhancements for charter are 
distinctly her own. 

Two things stand out when entering the boat from the aft deck: the 
living space is scaled upward, projecting the feeling of being on a larger 
vessel, and natural light is emphasized by large side windows — struc- 
turally achieved with aluminum I-beam engineering and sandwiched 
glass. The vibe is upscale contemporary, a look and feel that, according 
to representative Bruce Siler of Ocean Alexander dealer MarineMax 
in Fort Lauderdale, gained the attention of hull number one’s owners, 
who moved up from an 88 Ferretti. 

Across a lengthy salon that utilizes every inch of its 23-foot beam, 
and amid the combination of light and dark fabrics, is custom-ht 
cabinetry in the formal dining area. It’s striking and functional, hiding 
stowage for china, stemware, flatware, glassware and any other type of 
ware required for long-range cruising or charter. Ambience is enhanced

CREATING COHESION 

Filling an important need at the popular cen- 
tury mark for upsizing yacht owners, while ad- 
dressing the possibility of charter, the launch 
of the 100 marked a culmination of sorts for 
designer Evan K. Marshall's efforts. 

"The tooling was in place, but OA was 
committed to refreshing it almost to the same 
degree as a new product line," Marshall says. 

"It required putting on our thinking caps to 
create something fresh while maintaining a cohesion with the fleet. 

"We put the majority of the extra length of the main deck into the gal- 
ley," Marshall says, noting the lOO's charter-friendly professional galley layout, 
emphasizing more space for appliances. "On the lower aft deck we reconfig- 
ured the crew area to host a full complement of crew should the owner wish 
to charter. And with the level of detail in the crew area, you effectively have 
two additional guest staterooms for larger families. 

"Also with charter in mind, we created two symmetrical twin state- 
rooms in the forward living area, which can be converted to queens, and 
we gave her two very distinct social areas with the main salon and the 
sky lounge." 

According to Marshall, the challenge was maintaining consistency 
in the lines for both the flybridge and skylounge versions. This included 
OA's iconic windows — an evolution from the OA 120. The windows have 
become a signature for the fleet and may find their way into a 65-footer 
in design now. — A.P. 


with a built-in wet bar to starboard. 

Forward and to port is a galley designed for owner-operator or ehar- 
ter use with marble eountertops, high-end applianees from Thermador, 
Fisher & Paykel, Viking, Whirlpool and Sub-Zero, and a full-size pantry. 
Preparation of a seven-eourse meal is feasible and Oeean Alexanders 
eraftsmanship is evident in the eabinetry and the galleys overall eon- 
hguration, whieh even found room to ineorporate a deeent-size wine 
fridge. Typieal of Oeean Alexander, it’s an open-galley arrangement 
with bar ehairs and a wide pass-through. Beyond is a warm, inviting 
lounge area with an L-shape settee for easual dining or a eup of eoffee 
underway. A pop-up flat-sereen television separates the adjaeent helm 
station to starboard. 

Eaeh of the four staterooms has an en-suite head with marble 
eountertops and floors. To refer to the lOO’s full-beam master as the 
pieee de resistanee is easy — although it seems like irresponsible report- 
ing for a vessel of this size. The master is nothing short of exquisite, 
with handerafted nightstands, oversize windows, a love seat, a walk-in 
eloset, a separate hanging loeker aeross the room and his-and-her heads 
separated by a shower. The room is insulated well against noise, with 
a mere 58 deeibels registered from the king-size bed while underway. 
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Ocean Alexander ealls the upper-deek a flybridge, whieh is teeh- 
nieally eorreet but almost seems to sell itself short. The deek spaee is 
surprisingly voluminous, even for a 100-footer, and the view is superb. 
There s an elegantly eurved bar and grill area, dining for eight, lounging 
seats for more than eight, a 15 -foot tender and a spa tub, making the 
spaee as luxurious as it is funetional for entertaining — real entertaining, 
as in “trade the sandwiehes and Dasani water bottles for lamb ehop lol- 
lipops and free-flowing Veuve.” 

Oeean Alexander also offers an OA 1 00 skylounge version, whieh 
trades the lower helm for a eustom desk while adding adding a swank 
seeond lounge area up top eomplete with a large bar area behind the 
triple-ehair upper helm station. Hull number two, a skylounge version, 
is on the way. 

Any responsible eaptain pulls baek on the reins during bad 
weather, and Oeean Alexander’s eompany eaptain, Stephen Wenger, 
indieated we might not see wide-open throttle on our sea trial. Six- 
footers are hardly ideal for running at maximum rpm. On the fly- 
bridge, we braeed for impaet as we set out into the ehop, whieh 
proved no big deal for the 100, a testament to her hberglass infusion 
lamination below the waterline. She eomfortably held her own, put- 
ting her Side-Power hn stabilizers to the test, and had quiek-response 
rudders, smooth entry and no slapping. Barely a drop of sea spray 
hit the helm, making it easy to imagine the pleasure of eruising on a 
kinder, gentler day. 

We ended up hnding our way to wide-open throttle — 2,300 rpm 


and nearly 25 knots — and it was a joyride. (Eat your hearts out, 
landlubbers.) Typieal of Oeean Alexander, the OA 100 is eonser- 
vative at the low end in terms of fuel efheieney, burning a mere 
24 gallons per hour at 10 to 12 knots. With 4,000 gallons of fuel 
underneath, that gets you all the way up the east eoast in time for 
summer eruising season. The burn of eourse pieks up a bit on the 
higher end burning 140 gallons per hour at elose to 20 knots, but 
those numbers are still relatively kept in eheek thanks to her slip- 
pery semi-displaeement hull form. 

The engine room is glitzy in stainless steel. Aeeessibility is good 
around the twin 1,92 5 -horsepower Caterpillar C32 ACERT engines, 
with 7-foot overheads and generous work spaees. The erew quarters 
abaft the engine room are noteworthy in terms of spaee, ht and hnish, 
suggesting viable possibilities for eharter. The eaptain gets a queen-size 
berth and en-suite head, while two erew staterooms share a head in 
addition to the erew galley and a eommon area. 

Heading in after an exhilarating ride, we passed a performanee 
sailor readying the sheets en route out of the eut. The kid inside me 
was yelling, “Man, how mueh fun would that be on a day like this,” to 
whieh the eomfortable, dry and pushing-40-year-old in me retorted, 
“Awfully wet, though.” 

Oeean Alexander ean keep its 10 bueks. And 1, too, would put my 
money on the OA 1 00 any day. M

Master Sommelier 
Virginia Philip 



The summer heat ean present a ehallenge when it eomes to pair- 
ing food and wine. At least on a yaeht sueh as Triple Seven, we’re 
fortunate to have the breeze to eool us off and refresh the palate. 
Ghef Gravier’s summer menu affords us the opportunity to pair 
wines with floral, bright notes and with just a bit of body to them. 

We begin the evening with a lovely, slow-eooked Pitloehry 
Seottish salmon with avoeado petals, sesame tuile and eitrus ginger 
dressing, whieh 1 find pairs nieely with an aromatie viognier, as found 
in Shinas Estate’s “The 
Innoeent,” Southeast 
Australia, 2013. Greated 
from a single vineyard, 
the wine has aromas of 
white flowers and ripe 
peaeh that greet the 
nose while the palate 
sings with bursts of apri- 
eots and yellow apples, 
eomplementing the rieh- 
ness of the salmon. The 
wine has a niee, ereamy 
texture to mateh the 
weight of the avoeado. 

For our main 
eourse, we have a 
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sous vide pork fillet with butternut eylinder, mashed potato 
and mushroom, sage and red wine reduetion. A pinot noir from 
Burgundy makes a perfeet pairing for this hearty type of dish. 
The Maison Roehe de Hellene Bourgogne pinot poir “Vielles 
Vignes,” Burgundy, Franee, 2012 is a good mateh here. The nose 
of this wine brings sweet red eherry, raspberry and rhubarb. As 
the wine is vielles vignes — or old vines — the palate is intense and 
eoneentrated. Notes of earth, red eranberry, plum and eherry add 
nuanees to the red wine reduetion. The tannins are silky and soft 
without overpowering the dish. 

Dessert hnds us with a Tahitian vanilla panna eotta with rasp- 
berry heart and sorbet. The sweetness of this exquisite eonfee- 
tion is paired with Giaeomo Bologna ‘"Braida” braehetto d’aequi. 
Piedmont, 2014. This beautiful wine is made with the braehetto 
grape and is lightly efferveseent. It brings the smell of roses to the 
nose, yet the palate is greeted with juiey strawberries and raspber- 
ries. A deleetable end to a flavorful meal, the bubbles in the wine 
give a lift of aeidity to the panna eotta.

I n the age of round-the-eloek Faeebook 
updates detailing the minutiae of people’s 
everyday lives, superyaeht owners must 
worry more than ever about maintaining privaey 
Preeautions ean and should be taken to address 
not only soeial media, but also AIS websites, 
online gawking sites sueh as Yaehtspotter and 
the growing number of privately owned drones 
allowing the publie unpreeedented aeeess to 
yaehts, owners and guests. 

It has been well publieized that 533-foot 
(162.5-meter) Blohm + Voss Eclifjse, owned by 
Russian businessman Roman Abramovieh, is 
equipped with an anti-photography deviee that 
beams an infrared light at digital eameras attempt- 
ing to take pietures of the yaeht or its guests. For 
owners unwilling to install sueh eutting-edge 
teehnology other options ean proteet privaey at 
sea. Carefully erafted eorporate ownership of 
yaehts and eonhdentiality agreements with erew, 
eharter eompanies and eharter guests are two 
ways to add layers of privaey. 

Corporate ownership of a yaeht is a good 
idea for several reasons, ineluding limitation of 
personal liability and proteetion of an owner’s other assets. In addition, strong privaey proteetions may be supported 
in the way ownership is struetured. For example, many foreign jurisdietions have provisions to proteet the identity 
of owners of eompanies domieiled there. Foreign eorporations also may be struetured with nominee sharehold- 
ers — registered owners of shares of stoek who are holding the shares for the beneht of the aetual owner — adding one 
more layer of proteetion. An owner might also eonsider several layers of ownership as a means to strengthen identity 
proteetion, i.e., a eompany owned by another eompany or a eompany owned by a trust. To maximize privaey, an owner 
should make it as difheult as possible, within the bounds of the law, for the publie to diseover his identity on a simple 
seareh. The more layers employed to insulate an owner’s identity, the more seeure it will be. 

Another tool is the eonhdentiality agreement, whieh ean be enforeed with erew, eharter guests and eharter 
eompanies. Conhdentiality agreements with erew ean be a eondition of employment baeked by stipulated penal- 
ties should eonhdenees be breaehed. A eonhdentiality agreement with a eharter eompany ean prohibit the posting 
of photos or personal information regarding the owner or guests on any form of soeial media. The owner may also 
eonsider a prohibition on publieizing the whereabouts or eruising sehedule of the yaeht. Violation of sueh agreements 
is typieally grounds for immediate termination and may subjeet the violating party to a eivil lawsuit. 

One of the most attraetive aspeets of yaehting has always been the feeling of earefree seelusion. While the digital 
age ean jeopardize some of that privaey, a little eareful planning on the owner’s part with his legal advisor ean go a 
long way toward preserving the preeious privaey eomponent of yaehting. 


Legal measures can help yacht owners and guests 
maintain privacy in the digital age.

Yacht designer Olin Stephens II (top left) is pictured here with the crew of Dorade shortly after her launch. The 52-foot Marconi-rigged yawl, built at the Minneford Yacht Yard in 
City Island, New York, was commissioned in 1929 and went on to win numerous high-profile ocean races. After she fell into disrepair, an Italian owner restored her to her original 
form in 1997, and she continues to compete in races today. She is expected to compete in this summer’s Transatlantic Race originating in Newport, Rhode Island, the Rolex Fastnet 
Race and the Royal Yacht Squadron’s Bicentenary regatta and celebration in Cowes on the Isle of Wight. Stephens was 100 when he died in 2008. He was responsible for numerous 
well-known yachts during his long career. The firm he co-founded, Sparkman & Stephens, continues to design yachts.
